I should be delighted 
to have any comments which you may care to make upon 
it. I am at a loss to identify just how many items 
refer to actual currency. Unfortunately I cannot now 
take time to re-visit Salem. What is probably meant 
by “Lotus heart" and "Rings" and "Barter"? Which are 
the "Ku pu coins" as distinguished from the "Early form 
pu and weight"? 


Please don't put yourself out on account 
of these many questions. But any annotations will be 
appreciated.
